Also, there are two pieces of legislation that we will discuss on Thursday. I wanted to give you an opportunity 
to read about these in advance. 

a. AB 1971 - related to expanding the definition of grave disability (as applied to a person with severe 
mental illness) to include medical treatment if the lack or failure of that treatment may result in 
substantial physical harm or death. 

b. SB 946 - a bill that would prohibit cities from adopting regulations related to sidewalk vending without 
implementing a licensing program. Would apply a one-size-fits-all approach, overriding local 
government discretion in this arena. 


Finally, the Mayor presented his state of the city address today. As you can see from the article, he 
said: "homelessness isn’t an issue, homelessness is the issue.”

C. Security Committee 

1. Special Committee meeting -^^^Jsaid a special committee meeting is 

scheduled for March 28 10 a.m. Homeless policy issues, particularly as it relates to 
shelter, storage and housing will be the main topics; with a desire to formulate

policy that allows the BID to seek certain resources in the neighborhood, with the 
support of the board. 

2. Review of SB 946 re/ street vending - Senator Lara - ^^^^Jexplained that we do 
not need to take action at this moment and the item was tabled. 


D. Streetscape and Beautification 

1. Wayfinding Signage update - Sarian updated the board on current progress of 
wayfinding signage, the interest of the Mayor's office to see this done in 90 days and 
that the project still needs near $100,000.00. Frank Stephan brought up the City's 
mobility trust fund; a fund many developers pay into. Can these funds be used to fill the 
final gap in the project? Staff will research this. 


E. Marketing and Communications 

1. Make Music Day June 21 - Strecker reviewed details about Make Music Day which 
will be held again at the Musician's Institute. AM DA will be a partner. 

2. Report from 2018 strategy session with Haines & Co - Strecker walked through the 
quarterly goals of HPOA through Q1 2019, outlining the handout included in the agenda 
packet. 


VI. OLD BUSINESS 

A. Update from March 1 court hearing: Riskin v. HPOA -^^^^reviewed trial results 
with the board, and advised that the plaintiff could pursue an appeal and seek 
attorney fees. 


VII. STAFF REPORT 

A. Staffing adjustments -^^^^^nnounced her plans to adjust position 

responsibilities, in the wake of Mariani's departure on April 6. Lorin Lappin will be 
promoted to Finance Manager and will assume all responsibilities associated with 
tracking expenses, revenues and budgeting. She will also handle assessment 
tracking and supervise the administrative coordinator, which is now an open 
position. Strecker, will become Deputy Director for Business Development, and will 
assume Mariani's responsibilities relative to economic development, development 
and real estate tracking, and business promotion. He will also take over 
maintenance of the property owner database. To offset some of the marketing and 
communications functions, salary savings will be used to hire a consultant or temp 
assist Strecker. Finally, Rich Sarian is promoted to Director of Operations and will 
assume greater responsibility in the area of the security operations, homeless issues, 
and assist Morrison with committee responsibilities, managing the vendor and

B. Coro Fellow introduction and interim progress report - Morrison described the 
Scope of Work for the consulting agreement between the Chamber, the BID and the 
CORO fellow. His main focus will be to advise as to ideas on how to protecting and 
preserving the Hollywood Walk of Fame and the activities/behaviors that are 
associated therewith in the current climate 

C. Farewell cocktail reception for Joe Mariani — shared details for a cocktail

SIDEWALK VENDORS 


Establishes requirements for local regulation ofsidewalk vendors. 



Background 

Police power of cities and counties. The California Constitution allows a city or county to 
"make and enforce within its limits, all local, police, sanitary and other ordinances and 
regulations not in conflict with general laws, known as the police power of cities." It is from this 
fundamental power that local governments derive their authority to regulate land uses through 
planning, zoning ordinances, and use permits. Local agencies also use this police power to abate 
nuisances and protect public health, safety and welfere. 

As an extension of the police power, state law lets local governments require businesses 
operating in their jurisdictions to obtain a license and impose related licensing fees. Local 
governments license businesses for lots of reasons: to identify individuals operating businesses in 
their jurisdictions, to ensure compliance with other local laws, to facilitate contact in case a 
problem arises, and to raise money to support public services that support those businesses. 

Cities and counties subject businesses to a wide variety of regulations to preserve the public 
health and welfare, such as limitations on their hours of operation, restrictions on where various 
types of businesses can be located within a jurisdiction, and regulations on the type of 
merchandise that can be sold. These regulations are typically intended to address concerns of 
local citizens about the inpact of a business. 

City ordinances regulate sidewalk vendors. Sidewalk vendors are individuals that sell goods 
on streets and sidewalks from carts and other non-motorized conveyances. These vendors 
engage in business in many cities throughout the state, where they sell food items and other 
merchandise. Some sidewalk vendors are stationary, while others rove from one location to 
another. Although there is no statewide count, there are an estimated 50,000 sidewalk vendors in 
the City of Los Angeles. 

Cities and counties throughout the state have ordinances regulating or banning sidewalk vending 
These ordinances inpose varying regulations on sidewalk vendors, including to: 

• Restrict where sidewalk vendors may operate to certain zones or parts of the city, 

• Preclude sidewalk vendors from operating in or near certain locations, such as schools, 
parks, sports arenas, or restaurants; 

• Limit the hours a sidewalk vendor may operate;

• Inpose fines and jail time for violations of sidewalk vending ordinances; 

• Require permission from nearby business owners; 

• Limit foe total number of sidewalk vendor permits issued in the local jurisdiction or 
within a single block at any given time; and 

• Prohibitions on stationary vending. 

Discussions are ongoing at the local level on how to fairly regulate sidewalk vendors. In early 
2017, the City of Los Angeles enacted an ordinance that decriminalized street vending, 
subjecting vendors only to administrative citations for violations. However, the ordinance did 
not establish a lull regulatory framework: the Los Angeles City Council is currently debating 
whether certain neighborhoods should be off-limits to sidewalk vendors, whether limits of two 
street vendors per bbck is reasonable, and whether sidewalk vendors must receive the 
permission of nearby brick-and-mortar businesses, among other issues. 

CalCode. Businesses that sell food are regulated under the California Retail Food Code 
(CalCode). CalCode lays out the requirements that food retailers must meet, including 
operational practices, equipment standards, and standards for facilities, such as kitchens and 
restrooms. County offices of environmental health—and the enviro nm ental health departments 
in four cities—regulate retail food operations. CalCode differentiates among permanent food 
facilities, mobile food facilities, temporary food facilities, cottage food operations, and other 
types of food retail, and has differing rules for each. 

Criminal convictions and immigration status. On January 25,2017, President Trump issued 
Executive Order 13767 revising the United States Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) 
“criminal alien policy,” which establishes rules under which unauthorized immigrants are 
potentially removable because they have been convicted of a crime. This revision significantly 
broadened the number of immigrants who would be considered a priority for deportation. The 
executive order prioritizes deportation of individuals who have committed acts that could have 
been charged as a crime, regardless of whether their actual conviction was criminal. It also 
prioritizes for deportation an individual who has been charged with a criminal act, but for whom 
the charge has not been resolved. 

Because many cities and counties make violation of their sidewalk vending ordinances a criminal 
offense, such as a misdemeanor or infraction, sidewalk vendors have been subject to deportation. 
For example, in October 2017, ICE detained a sidewalk vendor in the City of Rancho 
Cucamonga after the vendor had been cited for a fourth violation of Rancho Cucamonga’s 
municipal codes, which is a misdemeanor. 

The author wants to allow sidewalk vendors to operate freely in local jurisdictions throughout the 
state and to decriminalize violations issued for focal sidewalk vending policies. 

Proposed Law 

Senate Bill 946 establishes requirements for focal regulation of sidewalk vendors, defined as a 
person who sells food or merchandise from a pushcart, stand, display, pedal-driven cart, wagon, 
showcase, rack, or other non-motorized conveyance, or from one’s person, upon a public 
sidewalk or other pedestrian path, SB 946 also specifies a schedule of fines and modifies the 
penalties that apply to current and past violations of sidewalk vending ordinances. The bill 
includes findings and declarations to support its purposes. 
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I. Local regulation of sidewalk vendors . SB 946 allows a local authority — defined as a city, 
charter city, county, or city and county—to adopt a program to regulate sidewalk vendors in 
compliance with die bill, and prohibits a focal authority from regulating sidewalk vendors except 
as provided in the bill A focal gov e rnm ent that has a sidewalk vending regulatory program that 
substantially complies with the requirements of the bill is not required to adopt a new program 

A local authority cannot: 

• Require a sidewalk vendor to operate within specific parts of the public right-of-way, 
except where that restriction is directly related to objective health, safely, or welfare 
concerns. SB 946 specifies that perceived community animus or economic competition 
does not constitute an objective health, safety, or welfare concern. 

• Prohibit a sidewalk vendor from selling food or merchandise in a park owned or operated 
by the local authority. However, a focal authority may prohibit stationary sidewalk 
vendors—defined as vendors that vend from a single location—from vending in a park 
only if the operator of the park has signed an agreement for concessions that exclusively 
permits the sale of food or merchandise by the concessionaire. 

• Require a sidewalk vendor to first obtain the consent or approval of any nongovernmental 
entity or individual before he or she can sell food or merchandise. 

• Restrict sidewalk vendors to operate only in a designated neighborhood or area, except 
where that restriction is directly related to objective health, safety, or welfare concerns. 
However, a local authority may prohibit stationary sidewalk vendors in areas where 
commercial uses are not a permitted use, but shall not prohibit roaming sidewalk vendors, 
who stop moving only to complete a sale. 

• Restrict die overall number of sidewalk vendors, unless the restriction is directly related 
to objective health, safety, or welfare concerns. 

SB 946 allows a local authority to adopt additional requirements regulating the time and manner 
of sidewalk vending, including, but not limited to, any of the following: 

• Limiting the hours of operation that are not unduly restrictive. In nonresidential areas, 
any limitations on the hours of operation for sidewalk vending shall not be more 
restrictive than any limitations on hours of operation imposed on other businesses or uses 
on die same street. 

• Requiring the sanitary conditions to be maintained. 

• Requiring the sidewalk vendor to possess a valid business license, provided that the focal 
authority issuing the business license accepts a California driver’s license or 
identification number, an individual taxpayer identification number, or a municipal 
identification number in lieu of a social security number if the local authority otherwise 
requires a social security number for die issuance of a business license, and that the 
number collected shall not be available to the public for inspection, is confidential, and 
shall not be disclosed except as required to administer the licensure program or comply 
with a state law or state or federal court order. 

• Requiring the sidewalk vendor to possess a valid California Department of Tax and Fee 
Ad min istration seller’s permit. 

• Requiring additional licenses from other state or focal agencies to the extent required by 
law. 

• Requiring compliance with other generally applicable laws. 
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SB 946 allows a local authority to require a sidewalk vendor to submit information on his or her 
operations, including, but not limited to, any of the following: 

• The name Mid address of the sidewalk vendor. 

• A desorption of the merchandise offered for sale or exchange. 

• A certification by the vendor that to his or her knowledge and belefr the information 
contained on the form is true. 

• The California seller’s permit number, if any, of the sidewalk vendor. 

• The name and business address of the principal if the sidewalk vendor is an agent of an 
individual, company, partnership, or corporatioa 

SB 946 also provides that nothing in the bill affects the applicability of CalCode to sidewalk 
vendors who sell food. 

IX. Fine pro vis io ns . SB 946 prohibits a local authority that has not adopted a compliant 
program from citing or penalizing a sidewalk vendor for any regulation that doesn t meet the 
requirements of the bill. In jurisdictions that have adopted a compliant program, SB 946 
prohibits a person from violating the requirements of the program, and specifies that a violation 
of the program is only punishable by an administrative fine of 

• $100 for a first violation; 

• $200 for a second violation within one year of the first violation; and 

• $500 for each additional violation within one year of the first violation. 

SB 946 requires an adjudicator of these fines to take into account the ability of the violator to pay 
the fine and allows a violator to request an ability to pay determination at ary point, including 
during adjudication or after the fines remain unpaid and go to collection or become delinquent. 
SB 946 requires a focal authority to: 

• Provide notice to the violator that he or she has the right to request an ability to pay 
determination and make instructions available for doing so; and 

• Accept payment of 20 percent of the fine in fill satisfaction if the violator earns less than 
125 percent of the federal poverty line or receives certain means-tested government 
benefits. 

SB 946 says that no additional financial penalties may be imposed, but a local authority may also 
rescind a permit issued to a sidewalk vendor for the term of that permit upon the fourth violation 
or subsequent violations. SB 946 allows a local authority to offer community service in Keu of 
paying the fine, to waive the fine, or to offer alternative dispositions. Any fines collected stay 
with the city or county. 

III. iwriwiinaliVatlnn- SB 946 specifies that penalties for violations of a compliant sidewalk 
vendor program, or any regulations on sidewalk vendors adopted before January 1, 2019, cannot 
be infractions or misdemeanors, and sidewalk vendors cannot be subject to arrest except where 
permitted under law. In addition, a sidewalk vendor may not be penalized with an infraction or 
misdemeanor if the vendor does not pay the administrative fines authorized by the bill. 
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SB 946 applies these provisions retroactively to all pending criminal prosecutions under any 
bcal ordinance or resolution regulating or prohibiting sidewalk vendors and dismisses any 
criminal prosecutions that have not reached final judgment. The bill also allows a person 
convicted of a misdemeanor or infraction for sidewalk vending to petition for dismissal of their 
sentence, fine, or conviction if he or she would not have been convicted of that offense if SB 946 
had been in effect. The court must presume that the petitioner is eligible for dismissal, and must 
dismiss and seal the conviction as legally invalid, unless foe local authority proves otherwise by 
clear and convincing evidence. No hearing is necessary for such a petition unless the petitioner 
requests one. 

SB 946 provides that: 


• If foe court that o riginally sentenced or imposed a fine on foe petitioner is not available, 
the presiding judge shall designate another judge to rule on the petition; 

• These provisions do not diminish or abrogate any rights or remedies otherwise available 
to foe petitioner; and 

• The bill does not diminish or abrogate foe finality of judgments in any case not felling 
under the purview of foe bilL

Comments 

1. Purpose of the bill Sidewalk vendors are a fixture in Califomia’s communities and apart of 
vibrant food cultures. But outdated laws expose these entrepreneurs to harassment, criminal 
prosecution, and even deportation Many sidewalk vendors are undocumented immigrants, and 
sidewalk vending offers away for those immigrants to be self-sufficient and improve their 
economic situation. But local gpvernments throughout the state have overly restrictive 
ordinances that close off this opportunity to many vendors. In addition, the Trump 
administration’s recent change to immigration enforcement means that a minor violation of a 
local ordinance can result in severe consequences. SB 946 directly addresses these problems by 
establishing parameters for local regulation of sidewalk vendors to ensure that local governments 
can’t directly or indirectly ban sidewalk vending. It allows for regulations based on objective 
health, safety, and welfare concerns, and doesn’t change how retail food sales are treated under 
the law. Local governments that already meet the bill’s requirements don’t have to adopt new 
rules, and they can still require business licenses and other necessary permits. SB 946 also 
protects the most vulnerable sidewalk vendors from deportation by allowing local governments 
to levy administrative citations and fines, but not criminal penalties that can be used against them 
by a hostile federal government. With this bill, sidewalk vendors can continue to support 
themselves and their femilies and continue to help build vibrant focal economies. 

2, Finding a balance . The California Constitution vests local gpvernments with the authority to 
make decisions about the types of businesses that may operate within their jurisdiction, and the 
rules they must follow. These regulations further governmental interests, including excluding 
commercial activity from residential areas, ensuring free movement along sidewalks, reducing 
the sale of counterfeit or illegal merchandise, preventing crime, or discouraging minors from 
buying unhealthy products. Since different communities emphasize different priorities, it makes 
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sense to allow local gpvemments to decide what rules best apply. Local governments, including 
the City of Los Angeles, have already taken steps to decriminalize sidewalk vending, and those 
governments continue to debate and refine the rules that sidewalk vendors must follow. SB 946 
overrules those local deliberations by dramatically narrowing the scope of regulations that local 
gpvemments may apply to sidewalk vendors. In an effort to account for every potential misuse 
of local regulatory authority, SB 946 potentially excludes many legitimate interests from 
consideration by local communities. For example, SB 946 may prevent local governments from 
prohibiting the vending of unhealthy foods near schools. Overriding individual local ordinances 
through a statewide bill—instead of addressing specific concerns within each municipality— 
represents a significant state intrusion into local affairs. 

3. Crime and punishment . Sidewalk vendors can run afoul of local laws for a number of 
reasons: language barriers, inability to pay permit fees or previous fines, or accidental violations 
due to complicated or restrictive local laws. Decriminalization of sidewalk vending in these 
cases is an appropriate response to ensure that the punishment fits the crime—and many local 
governments have taken steps to do so already. In other cases, such as for repeat offenders who 
have already been provided multiple notices in their primary language, stronger penalties may be 
warranted to encourage compliance and to deter bad actors from simply disregarding lesser 
penalties. SB 946 blocks focal governments from enforcing any punishments other than the 
specified schedule of fines and requires them to accept only a fraction of the face value of the 
fine as full payment on showing of an economic hardshp. This means focal governments can’t 
seize property or use other stronger means in those limited cases where it’s warranted. If focal 
governments can’t impose harsher punishments, and recalcitrant sidewalk vendors can ignore 
fines without fear that penalties will escalate, will local governments be able to enforce even the 
limited rules that the Ml allows them to establish? 

4. Parks anH rer-.rpatinn Local parks are an important gathering-place for families who want to 
enjoy nature. Oftentimes, an integral part of the experience is the respite from the urban 
environment. SB 946 prohibits focal ordinances that bar sidewalk vendors from hawking their 
wares in parks, and only allows focal governments to place limitations on vendors in parks if 
those vendors are stationary and the park has an exclusive contract with a concessionaire. These 
restrictions create an uneven playing field that disadvantages the contracted vendors who go 
through a permitting process to operate in the park, undermining a long history of successful 
partnerships between public agencies and private sector concessionaires. SB 946 also allows 
sidewalk vendors to intrude on the natural environment, raising environmental protection 
concerns and disrupting park-goers’ experiences. SB 946 creates additional challenges for local 
parks, potentially decreases attendance, and gives free rein to vendors at the expense of the park- 
going public. 

5. Snecial treatment Local brick and mortar enterprises have spent years establishing their 
businesses based on a set of assumptions and rules, such as where they can be located, the taxes 
they have to pay, and foe best way to attract customers. Under the Property and Business 
Improvement Act of 1994, many property owners voluntarily pay assessments to provide 
services that benefit all of the businesses that frill within a certain district. While brick-and- 
mortar stores have to pay these assessments, sidewalk vendors do not. SB 946 allows sidewalk 
vendors to set up shop virtually anywhere in a jurisdiction, including in a such an assessment 
district. These vendors benefit from foe assessments but do not have to contribute. In addition, 
some sidewalk vendors sell similar types of goods as nearby businesses, but SB 946 sets up a set 
of much less stringent rules than those that brick-and-mortar stores must follow. For example, 
sidewalk vendors may sell second-hand goods, similar to flea markets and pawnbrokers, or food. 
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like existing restauran ts —all of which must follow elaborate state and local permitting and land- 
use rules. Should the Legislature exempt sidewalk vendors from the types of regulations that 
other similar businesses have to follow? 

6. Charter citv . The California Constitution allows cities that adopt charters to control their own 
“municipal affairs.” In all other matters, charter cities must follow the general, statewide laws. 
Because the Constitution doesn’t define “municipal affairs,” the courts determine whether atopic 
is a municipal affair or whether it’s an issue of statewide concern. SB 946 says that its statutory 
provisions apply to charter cities. To support this assertion, the bill includes legislative findings 
and declarations that the criminalization of small business entrepreneurs, and the challenges that 
those entrepreneurs face as a result of a criminal record, are matters of statewide concern, as are 
disruptive business regulations and the appropriate flow of traffic and safety of pedestrians. 

7. Technicals . The Committee may wish to consider the following technical amendments to 
correct inconsistencies in the bill: 

• On page 3, line 17, strike “chartered city or chartered county” and insert “charter city”. 

• On page 7, lines 23 and 24, strike “State Board of Equalization” and insert “California 
Department of Tax and Fee Administration”.

Dear Assemblymember Wood, 

The Hollywood Property Owners Alliance manages the Hollywood Entertainment District business 
improvement district. We stand with the L.A. County Board of Supervisors in their support for AB 1971 
(Santiago and Freidman) which seeks to change the criteria by which local governments are able to provide 
critical medical care to homeless individuals who are living with a mental illness. Across California, tens of 
thousands of people are living on the streets because of untreated mental illness. And each year, thousands 
die in pain and isolation because their brain illness rendered them incapable of seeking routine medical care 
for a treatable physical ailment. 

In Hollywood, we have identified the most seriously mentally ill, chronically homeless individuals who live on 
our streets. Many have languished on our streets with serious open wounds, untreated health conditions and 
visible infections. By virtue of their mental illness, they are unaware of the seriousness of their health 
condition, and under the current definition of "grave disability," it is difficult to administer medical treatment 
against their will. AB 1971 would expand the definition of "grave disability" to include consideration for 
urgently needed medical treatment as a basic human need when assessing an individual's need for 
conservatorship. 

In Los Angeles County alone, 805 homeless people died on the streets in 2017. According to a county 
Department of Mental Health Assessment, a significant number of those deaths were due to treatable medical 
conditions such as diabetes, cardiovascular disease, cancer, pneumonia and severe bacterial infections. We 
have witnessed such deaths here in Hollywood and it is heartbreaking that these individuals can refuse 
medical attention. 

AB 1971 won't solve homelessness, but it will save lives. With its passage, AB 1971 will move California a 
major step closer to a humane, full-service, system of care for this vulnerable population.

AB1971 (Santiago & Friedman) 
Gravely Disabled 


Bill Summary 

AB 1971 expands the definition of "gravely 
disabled" to include medical treatment, if the 
lack or failure to receive that treatment may 
result in substantial physical harm or death. 

Existing Law 

State law defines "gravely disabled" as a 
condition in which a person, as a result of a 
mental health disorder, is unable to provide for 
his or her basic personal needs for food, 
clothing, or shelter (WIC § 5008 and HSC § 
1799.111). 

WIC § 5150 states that when a person, as a 
result of a mental health disorder, is a danger 
to others or himself/herself, or is gravely 
disabled, a peace officer, county professional, a 
mobile crisis team, may take a person into 
custody for 72 hours for assessment, 
evaluation, crisis intervention, or placement for 
treatment in a facility designated by the 
county. 

WIC § 5250 states that an individual may 
receive intensive treatment related to their 
mental health disorder or impairment of 
alcoholism for not more than 14 days after an 
evaluation has been made by a psychiatric 
nurse. 

WIC § 5350 provides that a court may order a 
conservator to be appointed for a person who 
is gravely disabled as a result of a mental health 
disorder, so long as the condition of gravely 
disabled is proven beyond a reasonable doubt. 


Background 

Conservatorship is a legal term referring to the 
legal responsibilities of a conservator over the 
affairs of a person who has been deemed 
"gravely disabled" by the court and unable to 
meet his or her basic needs of food, clothing, or 
shelter. The purpose of conservatorship is to 
provide individualized treatment and 
supervision. 

On October 31, 2017, the Los Angeles County 
Board of Supervisors approved a motion jointly 
authored by Supervisors Kathryn Barger and 
Mark Ridley-Thomas that directed the County's 
Department of Mental Health (LADMH) to work 
with county agencies, mental health advocacy 
groups, civil rights organizations, and other 
stakeholders to develop legislative 
recommendations to tackle the growing 
number of homeless deaths in Los Angeles 
County. Numerous mental health professionals 
and advocates voiced support and participated 
in the effort. 

Need for AB 1971 

According to local data, there is an increased 
death rate among the homeless population in 
Los Angeles County. A significant number of 
these deaths were due to preventable and/or 
treatable medical conditions such as 
cardiovascular disease, pneumonia, diabetes, 
cancer, cirrhosis, severe bacterial infection, and 
other treatable conditions. Although these 
numbers do not indicate whether or not the 
deceased homeless individuals suffered from 
mental illness that impaired their willingness to 
seek care, Los Angeles County has seen a 28 
percent increase in homeless individuals 
suffering from a mental illness from 2015-2017 
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Currently, state law fails to address the needs 
of those with a mental illness that are unable to 
provide for their urgently needed medical 
treatment. Often times an individual's mental 
illness acts as a barrier to them accepting such 
medical care. Unfortunately, these individuals 
are at the highest risk of dying on the streets. 

Leaving people on the streets that are mentally 
ill and in need of medical attention to become 
severely ill and less functional is inhumane. 

AB 1971 will change the definition of "gravely 
disabled" to consider urgently needed medical 
treatment as a basic human need when 
assessing an individual's need for 
conservatorship or need for a 72 hour hold 
while maintaining all statutorily protected 
safeguards and civil liberties.

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Dear Councilmember Price, 

On behalf of the- property owners who have worked tirelessly over the last twenty years to restore a 
sense of light and life to Hollywood Boulevard, we respectfully ask for your help, and the help of the 
City Council, to protect this prime tourist destination to ensure the safety and enjoyment for 
domestic and international visitors alike. Since action was stalled on the sidewalk vending ordinance, 
and the city council voted to remove meaningful penalties for violations in February of last year, the 
Boulevard has disintegrated into an experience that is often disappointing and increasingly unsafe. 

Click into Trip Advisor. Under "things to do" type Hollywood Boulevard or Hollywood Walk of Fame. 
As a leader in this city, your heart will sink. Here is one comment from an Oklahoma City tourist from 
last week: "Don't spend too much time" is the title. "We had to see this famous place. It was ruined 
by the number of people hocking merchandise or services ." 

Hollywood cannot survive another busy summer of tourists competing for limited sidewalk space 
with dozens of vendors lined up, shoulder to shoulder, along the Walk of Fame. The LAPD has 
valiantly tried to assist with this situation, but the only enforcement tool available to them is an 
Administrative Code Enforcement (ACE) citation. Since Labor Day weekend, over 500 ACE citations 
have been issued, with no impact on curbing the behavior. 5ince no identification is required, the 
same vendor can be cited multiple times with no consequence. 

We have photos attached to this letter that document the following conditions: 

Vendors located adjacent to METRO bus stops, making it difficult, if not impossible, for 
people to safely exit or enter the bus, particularly if handicapped; 

» Vendors located adjacent to the busy Hollywood & Hollywood crosswalk, causing congestion 
and confusion as dozens of people line up waiting for the crossing signal; 

« Vendors located on top of the historic stars on the Walk of Fame, which is a Historic Cultural 
Monument. This has two impacts; first, visitors are unable to see the very stars that 
compromise the most famous tourist attraction for Los Angeles, and two, by locating on the 
star, there is little room left on the public sidewalk to safely navigate; 

* The congestion on the public right of way, owing to the presence of vendors lined up should 
to shoulder, causa some pedestrians to walk in the street to gain passage through the area.

Councilmember Price, we are asking for help. We wouid respectfully ask that you find an interim 
solution to mitigate this congest on and unsafe situation on the historic Walk of Fame. The presence 
of so many vendors, the inability to enforce regulations, and the general sense of confusion that 
results contributes to a sense of disorder that borders on lawlessness when coupled with other 
sidewalk behaviors that are prevalent and difficult to enforce in this current environment. We are 
hearing that hotel guests, customers and visitors are stunned at their experience of Hollywood, with 
no desire to return. They do not feel safe. Hollywood is an economic engine for the city, generating 
sales tax, parking tax and hotel occupancy tax revenue that will be compromised if this situation is 
not rectified very soon.

On behalf of the Hollywood Chamber of Commerce and our over 800 members, I am 
writing to respectfully ask for your help in bringing immediate and much needed 
enforcement resources and tools to Hollywood Boulevard and the historic Hollywood 
Walk of Fame, while the City continues to work on finalizing its Citywide Vending 
ordinance. 

As you know, Hollywood Boulevard is the most famous street in the world and is home to 
some of LA’s most crowded sidewalks. With tens-of-thousands of visitors each day, 
Hollywood is a unique area of the City with very specific public safety concerns 
surrounding the use of its sidewalks and protection of the Walk of Fame. 

The Chamber is appreciative of the work that has been done by this committee in moving 
towards the adoption of a sidewalk vending ordinance that will provide protections for the 
Walk of Fame. However, the delay in adoption of a vending ordinance, compounded with 
the City’s policy to decriminalize vending activity, has led to a free-for-all on Hollywood 
Blvd. For our business owners and tourists alike, the situation has become a very real 
public safety concern that can no longer wait to be addressed until the City passes its 
Sidewalk Vending ordinance. 

The Chamber and the Hollywood Entertainment District BID continue to be inundated with 
complaints from our property owners and visitors on Hollywood Boulevard about the 
increase in sidewalk vendors over the past year. The street, especially at night, is being 
compared to a third world bazaar. Vendors are hawking their wares- everything from food 
to neckties, to unlicensed merchandise. Additionally, some food vendors are now setting 
up tables and folding chairs so their customers can sit and eat on the Walk of Fame. We 
are also seeing some vendors setting up their displays on top of the Stars, making it 
impossible for tourists to take photos. Adding to this problem, it has become so congested 
that tourists are regularly seen walking in the streets to get around the blockage, creating 
a hazardous situation and potentially huge liability issue for the City.

I. Call to Order: The meeting was called to order at 10:05 p.m. 

II. Public Comment: There was no public comment. 

Ill- Meeting Notes: There were no meeting notes from the February meeting distributed. 

IV. Reports 

A. Staff Report: 

a. Kerry Morrison indicated that the purpose of the meeting was to review a number of 
initiatives underway with respect to addressing the homeless crisis in order to ascertain where the two BID 
boards stand. Having some clarity, and perhaps official positions, would give staff the ability to speak up on 
behalf of the owners. Morrison distributed a matrix of current conditions, which also summarized the impact 
on the neighborhood, actions taken by the BID, actions taken by government officials and options to consider. 
The seven conditions that were discussed included: 

• Increase in visible homeless population over the last five years 

• Lack of shelter resources for Hollywood 

• Sidewalks impacted by 56.11 enforcement protocol 

• Need for more housing resources for people coming out of homelessness 

• More people falling into homelessness due to economic conditions - high housing costs and 
wages not keeping pace 

• Need for mental health treatment/intervention for people experiencing homelessness 

• Prop 47 decriminalized use and possession of ciystal meth, cocaine and heroin

The CA Public Safety Partnership has been created to raise awareness about the trends in public safety 
in the wake of decriminalization. 

AB 109 "realignment" — was a solution to the state's overcrowded prisons. It led to the release of tens 
of thousands of inmates, which resulted in strained local jails, and an increase in local crime and 
homelessness. 


Prop 47 - passed in 2014. 

Changed the dollar threshold for a theft to be considered a felony from $450 to $950. 


Ballot measure - proposed for November 2018 

Ballot measure proposed by Assemblyman Jim Cooper {D-Elk Grove). He had tried on two separate 
cases to introduce bills to accomplish these "fixes" but could not get support in the legislature. 

• Seeks to restore ability to capture DNA evidence when certain crimes are 
committed (those that were reclassified as misdemeanors under Prop 47) 

• Expands the list of violent crimes for which early release is not an option 1 

• Would address the problem of "serial theft" by revising the theft threshold to make 
serial theft a felony, when a person is caught stealing for the third time with a value 
of$250 


Needs to collect 370,000 signatures to qualify for 2018 ballot. 


1 Currently, under Prop 47, these felony crimes are not considered serious or dangerous in CA for the 
purposes of early release, parole hearing or mandatory state prison sentencing: Rape through 
intoxication, rape of an unconscious person, Domestic Violence, hate crime causing physical injury, lewd 
acts upon a child, selling children for sex, physical child abuse, drive by shootings, assault with a Deadly 
Weapon (other than a firearm), taking a Hostage, assaulting a Police Officer, exploding a bomb with 
the intent to injure, arson causing physical injury, discharging a firearm on school grounds, using a 
deadly weapon where a felony is involved, false imprisonment of an elderly person, convicted felon in 
possession of a firearm

Greetings Committee 

Next week I will be at the CDA conference in Walnut Creek. Since I will be out of town, I checked in with the 
co-chairs of the Security Committee and recommended that we delay until the end of the month and make 
this a special committee meeting. 

I am working on a position statement for Hollywood - with respect to what we are asking of the city vis a vis 
the homeless situation. Here is a description I laid out to both boards last week, after the LA Times' editorials 
on this topic: 

Meanwhile, I am working on an issues brief- I've been thinking about this quite a bit. i am encouraged that 
both boards have indicated a willingness to consider supporting initiatives to provide alternatives to ease the 
current encampment crisis in our neighborhood. I think the Hollywood business community has the potential to 
show the rest of the city how to be a partner with the city and the county in this new era (until the crisis 
abates). I have heard from you that you are willing to look at storage, temporary shelter (while we wait for a 
permanent shelter to be constructed on Vermont, which could take up to two years). I also think we should be 
actively looking at sites for HHH housing opportunities. You may have seen that there is an effort to secure the 
pledge of each council district to support 222 units of HHH housing in their district - in order to create a city¬ 
wide momentum on this (and forestall the influence of NIMBYs).

RECOMMENDED ACTION 

1 . That a Special Event Permit be granted for the “NO War on Korea” event. 

DISCUSSION 

A Special Event Permit application has been tiled by the International Action Center Organization 
requesting a permit for the “No War on Korea” event scheduled for Sunday, March 4 , 2018 . The 
Special Events Permit Unit (SEPU), Emergency Operations Division (EOD), has conducted an 
investigation of the permit application, and it is recommended that this permit be granted subject 
to the applicant complying with die attached Conditions and Restrictions. 

Under die California and City of Los Angeles Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) Guidelines, 
discretionary actions by City agencies that involve temporary uses of land having no permanent 
effects on the environment are categorically exempt from CEQA and CEQA guidelines. 

Article HI, Section 1 of the City’s CEQA Guidelines provides a list of classes of projects that the 
Secretary of Resources has determined to not have a significant effect on the environment and 
which are therefore exempt from the provisions of CEQA. Among the categorical exemptions 
listed under Article III, Section 1, d 6, are temporary uses of land having no permanent effects on 
the environment, including but not limited to “carnivals, parades, temporary location filming,...” 

The “No War on Korea” event is a one-day temporary use of City land and involves no permanent 
effects on the environment that might require that the City conduct an environmental impact 
evaluation under the CEQA guidelines. Therefore, the event is categorically exempt from CEQA 
and the City’s CEQA guidelines. This determination is evidenced by the following: 

• The event is a one-day event; 

» City streets are closed for short periods of time using portable structures/devices; and, 
a The event will be held for a maximum of three and a half hours.

2. The number and type of participants, vehicles, musical units, floats, marching bands, animals, 
dancing groups, amplified sound, and/or other parade units/elements, shall be limited to the 
following:

3. Prior inspection and approval by the Los Angeles f-ire Department (LAFD), Public Safety 
Section, is required for any temporary structure^), tents, stages, platform(s), podiums, 
electrical equipment, decorated or modified floats or vehicles, and other unusual items, prior to 
the start of the Event . If a pick-up truck, flatbed, or other similar truck is utilized as a podium or 
stage, an LAFD-approved stair-unit enabling the safe access to and from the podium/stage 
shall be provided. The LAFD can be contacted at (213) 978-3645. 

4. The Assembly Area(s), Parade/March Route or Event area, and Disbanding Area(s) shall be 
limited to those locations described on Page one (1) of the Permit Application and/or the 
attached map. 

The Los Angeles Police Department and/or the Los Angeles Department of Transportation 
may make reasonable adjustments to the breadth, width or expanse of any street or roadway 
closure necessary to accommodate the safe and expeditious movement of pedestrian and/or 
vehicular traffic during the Event. 

5. Each Event official, monitor and/or volunteer shall be readily distinguishable during the Event.

ten additional event officials shall be assigned to control the expeditious and safe disbanding 
of the Event. 

18. A minimum of (10) officials shall be assigned and stationed evenly along or within the area of 
the Event route to ensure orderly and safe conduct during the Event. 

19. Permittee shall provide adequate sanitary facilities (toilets, urinals and sinks) according to 
applicable City or County health and safety regulations. 

20. During the Event, Permittee shall ensure that ali medical and water provisions are provided 
consistent with instructions and/or advice from the Los Angeles Fire Department. 

21. If horses or other large animals are involved in the Event, adequate clean-up activities and 
arrangements shall be made with the Department of Public Works, Bureau of Street Services, 
and the Department of Sanitation. Any staging of trailers or other animal transportation devices 
shall be arranged to enable the immediate pick-up of the animal(s) at the end of the parade 
and within the Disbanding Area.

To: HPOA Board, 

Our hearing was held in Judge Chalfant's courtroom this morning at 9:30 a.m. As you can see from Michael 
Colantuono's email update to our insurance carrier below, "we won." 

We had an unusual additional victory today in that Colantuono was able to argue, in court, that the amended 
Andrews contract (June 2016) meant that all Andrews' work product, including things Adrian had asked for, 
prior to the 2016 amendment, were not records we could produce, because we did not own them. It, 
indeed, applied retroactively. This was not in our favor in the tentative ruling. 

The one thing we will have to produce is a property owner list, but we don't have to provide private 
information. The only information that will be provided is that which you would find on the county tax rolls. 

Here is a line: "...the court must protect the privacy rights of individuals. Based on his blog, there is a risk that 
Riskin will harass these business owners. There is a public interest in non-disclosure of individual person email 
address, phone numbers, and employee identifications which outweighs any public interest in disclosure." 

He upheld our document retention policy and said it was reasonable to take these actions to address the 
burden of the requests coming in. It is clear that he understands the unique nature of this situation. When 
you see the ruling you'll understand his context (I'll send it to you when its ready) but here is one section: 

HPOA is not without remedies. It has taken actions to minimize the burden ofRiskin's requests by adopting the 
Document Retention Policy and the amended Andrews contract. It may take other actions such as setting up a 
specific protocol as the City has done. HPOA can also file a separate declaratory relief action against Riskin, 
seeking an injunction against his CRPA requests. BUT HPOA has not met its affirmative burden of showing an 
equitable defense against production of records in this case. 


You can see timeframes listed below about the opportunity to appeal (we will not appeal; we are pleased 
with the result).

Trial was held today and the judge stuck with his tentative ruling with one significant change: we persuaded him that the 
HPOA's contract with its security contractor did retroactively protect a class of records from disclosure. We will get you a 
formal status report as soon as Ryan can draft it for my review, but here are the next steps; 

1. Plaintiff's counsel will prepare a judgment and a writ (the formal order telling HPOA to do certain things) and 
meet and confer with us about it. 

2. The judgement will enter and plaintiff's counsel will serve the writ on HPOA before April 5 th - on which an order 
to show cause will be heard if the judgment has not yet entered. 

3. HPOA wilt make a "return to the writ" explaining what it has done to comply with it. 

4. Then we expect Plaintiff's counsel to seek appellate review of our records retention policy and the contractor 
records issue. We no longer see any need for an appeal or writ petition of our own. We got everything we 
wanted in the case. 

5. We also expect Plaintiff's counsel to move the trial court for an award of attorney's fees. We may try to 
persuade him to hold off on that until the appeal is resolved.
